Preliminary Note: This office action is made non-final, as it includes new grounds of 
rejection not necessitated by the amendments of 4/8/03 and 7/28/03. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,4-13 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1: Lines 15-21 call for the transmission from the remote server to the client of data 
including a suggested revised treatment code. Lines 22-27 call for the transmission from the client 
back to the server of a claim that includes the option of either a revised diagnosis code or a revised 
treatment code. This language is inconsistent, since it allows for the possibility that the client 
sends back a revised diagnosis code without ever receiving an indication that it needed to be 
revised. This inconsistency can be resolved by stating that the client receives a proposed diagnosis 
code and proposed treatment code, and returns back to the server both the revised diagnosis code 
and revised treatment code. 

Claim 13: Lines 16-17 state that the client receives information that the both the diagnosis 
code and treatment code do not correspond to approved services. This is followed by lines 18-21 
which state that the client optionally transmits just one of the two defective codes. This is followed 
by lines 22-24 that indicate that the claim is then in condition to be paid. This language is 
inconsistent, since it allows the client to correct one error and gain approval when two errors are 
indicated. This can be corrected by stating in lines 18-21 and lines 22-24 that the client returns 
both the revised diagnosis code and revised treatment code.
